Boyne City’s marina will receive a 
$30,750 grant from the state’s Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources to assist 
the city as it further develops plans to 
improve the F. Grant Moore Munici- 
pal marina on Lake Charlevoix. 

The city qualified for the grant be- 
cause its municipal marina serves as 
a state refuge point ‘for boaters, as well 
as a center of recreational boating 
activity. At its Jan. 11 meeting, the 
Boyne City City Commission ap- 
proved a state-required 50 percent 
match for the $61.500 project. Activi- 
ties as. part of the project’include a 
wave study to determine breakwater 

—requiréments, interior basin and 
breakwater designs. permits, and én- 
gineering cost estimates, 

The city will continue to use 
Abonmarche Consultants, Inc., of 
Manistee to conduct these next phases 
of the study. The marina was origi- 
nally constructed in the 1950s. It has 
not been modified since the pits 
1990s.

a Tom Johnson’s work with 
Northern Lakes Economic 


‘Alliance comes to.an end

Tom Johnson is not leaving after 14 years at the 
Northern Lakes Economic Alliance because he has lost 
interest. On the.contrary, though he admits that eco- 
nomics sounds boring, in practice it is very interesting. 

And jt’s not as if his work here is finished. With 
Antrim, Emmet and Charlevoix 
counties all in his jurisdiction, there 
are many municipalities that.could 
benefit from the services he provides. 

He is pretty animated about the 
projects he has had a hand in, if 
perhaps a bit modest about his role in 
them. 

He talked about the Main Street 
building in East Jordan, which was a 
Brownfield site, and in pretty’ rough 
shape itself when Floyd Wright first 
Started the project. 

..“A bretwnfield site is one that is 


taminated,” Johnson said. He ex- 
plained that legislation passed through 
Brownfield Redevelopment Act 381 
gives prospective property owners financial incentives 
for cleaning up and building on contaminated sites. 
“We wil] pay for cleanup if you move here — and the 


“business owner doesn't incur liability,” Johnson said. 


Regarding the Main Street building, NLEA worked - 
with Wright to secure the site, and then with a historic 
preservation architect to make sure the building could 
be saved. They then put in for a $100,000 grant from 
thé state; applied for brownfield tax credits, historic tax 
credits and packaged the bonds to convince the East 
Jordan Downtown Development Authority that prey 
could afford it. . 

The goal of NLEA is to promote business develop- 
ment working with individuals, individual companies 
and communities to help with business start-up and 
retention (for existing businesses that may be strug- 


gling).

“St involves cverythitig from the idea, and we walk 
through turning that idea into a business,” Johnson said. 


“Locally owned businesses don’t have a large impact. 


in the beginning,” he said, “but over the years the 
impact is huge, be fostering local entrepreneurship i is 
very important.” 

While Johnson has delegated those local entrepre- 


the process, though his involvement is’ limited to larger 


‘businesses and working with clients to get infrastruc- 
ture grants. : ‘¢ 


“Fourteen years ago, it-used to be just me and Sherry 
Rhoades, who was the administrative assistant,” 
Johnson said. Rhoades is now a full-timé grant-writer at 
; NLEA. With a more developed staff, 

Johnson can now be involved with more 
complex transactions, working with 
cities and larger businésses. 

He is also interested in.value-added 
agriculture, something he has tried to 
promote during his years with the 
NLEA, 

The object of value-added agriculture, 
according to Johnson, is to enhance * 
farmland economy and preserve 
farmland. ; 

“” “Our goal is to keep money local,” he 
said, by encouraging farmers to sell in 
open markets, and process their 
products locally. 

A good example of value-added 
agriculture is Stonehedge. 

“We worked with (Chuck McDermott) to finance 
wool-processing: equipment. It costs more to shear the 
sheep than you’ll get for the wool (by shipping it,to a 
manufacturing source). It made it more affordable to 
produce locally, and (Stonehedge now) processes for 
other smail farmers in the area, as well ie making the 
machinery,” Johnson said. 

“Wendy Weiland was the project reali for that 
project.” 

But Johnson has other fish to fry. NLEA is interview- 
ing four candidates to replace him and should fill his 
position by March lt. 

“Tam looking very forward to that. That gives me 


closure to know that we will have somebody on board,” 


he said. 
Johnson is in partnership with his brother and two 
psychologists in a business that does neuro-rehab (“It’s

“It is cutting-edge technology > brain-wave mapping, 
which is used as a guide-to determining.a treatment 
plan,” Johnson said.

services,” he is ais to explain. But it is evident that 
the medical. and scientific element of the business 
intrigues him. _ | # 

Johnson said there is a.lot of demand for the service, 
and that his job will involve. working with different 
hospitals and doctors who, he said, really like nig 
results of the technology and treatment. — 

“My role is to set up business models, management 
systems, financial, personnel — all-the business manage- 
ment,” Johnson said. “It’s pretty exciting.” 

He and his wife are going to stay in Boyne City, but 
he will be in the main office three days a week and will 
work out of his home the other two, with some travel- 
ling. 

They have three hdspitals now on board in Troy, Flint 
and Grand Blanc and are working on two other loca- 


“The field is yeatly taking off right now and that is 
creating a lot of demand,” Johnson said. - 

“Ours is a sophisticated computer (that can) analyze 
over 400 areas of the brain to see what areas need to be 
rehabbed, and how. It can predict how the brain will 
react to within five percent accuracy in areas such as 
speech and math,” Johnson said. “Brain waves are 
compared to a normative database and different 
affective disorders. 

“This is fascinating because we can see something 
we couldn't before, but allthe-other therapies are stil! 
important,” Johnson said. 

Johnson’s passion for his work is also reflected in his 
personal life, as seen in his pursuit of a certain local 
mushroom species. 

“Y’m a morel fan,” he said. “I have been. hunting wild 
edibles since J was 11. Morels are something I have a 
passion for. My wife, too — in fact,-she constantly out- 
picks me. 

“T can’t eat them anymore, but I still love to hunt for 
them,” said Johnson, and it seems to fit the pattern. His 
enthusiasm for the job he is leaving seems as genuine as 
it must have 14 years ago — like his enthusiasm for a 
wild edible he can no longer eat. 


“Radon tests kits Available 
from health department - 


In observance of National Radon Action Month, ra- 
don test kits are available free during the month of Janu- 
ary at local offices of the Northwest Michigan Com- 
munity Health Agency in Charlevoix, Petoskey: 
Bellaire, and Gaylord. 

» Radon'can be a problem in all types ‘of homes, in- 

chiding old homes, new homes, drafty homes, insu- 

; fated homes, homes with basements, and homes with- 
out basements. “Testing your home for radon is the 
only way for you and-your family to know if radon 
levels are dangerously high,” said Scott Kendzierski, 
Director of Environmental health for te health depart- 
ment. 

Radon has been found in many sorieas Michigan 
homes. About 12 percent of homes across the state have 
high radon levels, with some counties reporting as high 
as 45 percent of homes with unsafe levels of the deadly 


bas. . . a“ 
“We’ve identified some homes In our area with in- 


door concentrations five times the BPA action level of 


4 piC/1. Last year, several area homes" were found to 


; contain unsafe levels of radon, ranging from 4 piC/! 
"to 22 piC/1,” Kendzierski said. 


Health department staff helped these homeowners 
fo select inexpensive mitigation systems to lower ra- 


__ don levels in their houses. 


There are no obvious signs of radon, Kendzierski 
said, You can’t see or smell it because radon is a color- 
less, odorless gas. Radon gas is a naturally occurring 
byproduct of the radioactive decay of small amounts 
of radium and uranium, commonly found in bedrock 
and soil. Most soils in northwest Michigan contain 
some amount of these radiaactive elements. As they 
break down, radon gas moves through small spaces in 
soils and rock and can enter buildings through open- 
ings in foundation floors or walls. 

Radon is a leading cause of lung cancer, second only 
to cigarette smoking in the United States. EPA esti- 
mates 21,000 lung cancer deaths each year are. due to 
radon.

“IN HARM’ S WAY.” 

That is an expression often used to describe a person 
~ serving in the military overseas, According to Depart- 
ment of Defense statistics, as of Jan. 15 there have been 
10,371 U.S troops wounded in Iraq. I recently visited 
with one who is in the Burn Center at Brooke Army 
Medical Center in San Antonio, Texas. 

When I entered the gates of the military complex I 
was questioned by the guard as to the purpose of my 
visit. Satisfied that I was not a threat to the security of 
the base, I was handed a large print pass to put on my 
windshield. As I proceeded through the check point, my 
attention was drawn to a large permanent heliport on 
my left. 

When I drove up to the main entrance of the hospital 
1 was astounded to see so many soldiers in Army 
uniform coming and going from the building. Finding a 
place to park was a problem as so many spaces were 
allotted to “Handicap — patient only.” When I entered 
the building and proceeded to a large registration desk 
my attention was diverted to a huge sign to my left: 
AMPUTATION WING. 

That was gut-wrenching. After presenting acceptable 
picture ID (I chose my Veteran's Administration ID, 
which has a more recent and recognizable picture of me 
than my driver’s license) I was directed to the elevators 
to the 4th floor — the burn victim’s floor. When I 
exited the elevator [ had the uneasy feeling that I was in 
a jail. Even though I walked and walked I could not 
find a nurse’s station or doors to patient rooms and was 
at a loss as to how to find the soldier I wanted td visit. A 
helpful person in the family-waiting room came to my 
Tescue and escorted me down a long hall that had two 
hipedonts half way down with a sign warning “No 
entry allowed.” 

A man in green scrubs, who was on the other side of 
the door, came into the hallway and stood quite a 
distance from us and explained that no one was allowed 
to enter that hallway because of the risk of infection to 
the patients. At that point, I was rescued via cell phoné, 
by my soldier’s spouse, who informed me they were.all 
across the street at the equivalent of a Ronald 
McDonald House. 

A short drive and ] was warmly greeted at the door 
by the soldier who took me inside to meet with the 
family, which included three young children, When the 
LE.D. exploded on their vehicle, the soldier was 
evacuated from Iraq and flown to Brooke Army 
Medical Center. However, when the spouse learned of 
the incident, plans were put into effect immediately to . 
terminate employment and fly down to San Antonio — 
and actually arrived before the airlift. 

Shortly after, a relative brought the three children and 
their car to San Antonio. They were able to obtain 
living quarters in the “guest house.” The buyn victim

Variances : 


Article tX 

‘Section 9.01 — 

A. In cases where it can be clearly demonstrated by 
the applicant that the strict application of the General and 
Specific Standards would leave no practical use of the 
property, the Bay Township Planning Commission shall 
have the power to authorize upon application, a variance 
from the terms contained in Sections 5.01 or 5.02 of this 
Ordinance. A variance may be granted only after the Bay 
Township Planning Commission has found all of the fol: 
owing conditions are-met: , 

1. Strict compliance with terms contained in Section 
5.01 and 5.02 would unreasonably prevent the owner from 
using the property for a permitted purpose, or would ren- 
der conformity unnecessarily burdensome. 

2. A variance would be substantial justice to the appli- 
cant as well as to other property owners in the Township.. 

3. The plight of the owner is ei to unique circum- 
stances of the property. 

4. That the need for a variance is not the result. of an 
intended or actual action by the appellant. 

5. That the granting of such variance will not adversely 
affect the purposes or objectives of the Ordinance. 

B.'In cases where.the Bay Township Planning Com- 
mission has determined that a lesser telaxation of the pro- 
visions of this Ordinance would give substantial relief and 
be more consistent with justice to others, it may grant a 
partial variance. : 

C: In addition to the foregoing conditions, the following 
rules shall be applied in granting of variances: 

1. in granting a variance, the Bay Township Planning 
Commission may specify in writing to the applicant such 
conditions in connection with the granting that will, in the 
Planning Commission's judgement, secure substantially 
the objects of the regulations or provisions to which the 
variance applies. The breach of any such conditions shall 
automatically invalidate the permit granted. 

‘2. No application for a variance which has been de- 
nied wholly or in part by the Bay Township Planning Com- 
mission shall be submitted for a period of one (1) year 
from the date of the last denial, except on grounds of newly 
discovered evidence or proof of changed conditions found 
upon inspection by the Bay Township Planning Commis- 
sion to be valid. 

3. The decision of the Bay Township Planning Com- 
mission shall be deemed a finai decision. 

Section 9.02 Severability 

The various parts, sections and clauses of this Ordi- 
nance are hereby declared to be severable.
